Two Practical Provisions 

One such case, applicable to this week’s discussion of 
elected offices, is the provision that a manager’s appoint- 
ments must be approved by the selectmen. 

Learning from other communities’ experiences, the com- 
mittees carefully specify that all appointments must have 
the approval of the five-member Board of Selectmen. This 
was done, members explained, to assure townspeople that 
the town hall could not become a municipal club made up 
of the manager’s friends from out-of-town. Hard-headed 
reality demanded, they agreed, that this provision be in- 
cluded. For it was obvious that local, elected selectmen 


will not approve poor appointees nor will they stand for 


wholesale firings of present elected, but soon to be 
appointed, officials.
